FBUIT JUICES FOB JELLT MAKING 
KEPT WITHOl'T SUOAR 

Washington, D. C, June 12— Fruit 
Juices tor use later iu jelly making 
can be sterilised and bottled without 
sugar and made Into Jellies at the 
housewife's convenience. This enables 
her to do wUh fewer jelly glflsses m<\ 
\n iiistrlbiiip hor purchases of sugar 
tor jelly making through the year. 
Moreover, with the bottled juice she 
o|in make a greater variety of Jellies, 
as Juices wblch will not Jell can be 
put up when the fruit is ripe and com- 
bined later with fruits that will Jell, 
or fruits ripening at different seasons 
can be combined. For example, the 
Juice of strawberries, cherries, or pine- 
apple can be kept without augar and 
later when apples are plentiful can be 
made Into combination Jelly. 

From the unsugarod sterilized 
Juices of currants, apples, crabapples, 
and grapes, kept from 9 to 18 months, 
the Bureau of Chemistry, UnUed 
States De|)artment of Agriculture, re- 
cently made jellies of excellent tex- 
ture, flavor, and color, 

To put up unsugarcd fruit Juices for 
Jelly making, proceed exactly as if 
Jelly were to be made at the time. 
Cook the. fruits until they are soft and 
strain out the juice through a fliiiiiiel 
bag. Heat and pour while hot into 
bottles previously Hcalded. Fill the 
bottles full, leaving no air space be- 
tween Juice and cork or seal, Place 
the Oiled sealed bottles on their sides 
in water near the boiling point, and 
keep them In the bath for about 30 
nilnules. Maki- sure {hat the corked 
or sealed end \n niulei- the hot water. 
As soon as the bottles arc cool, cover 
the cork with a paraffin seal. Thor- 
ough sterllicaUon aand sealing are ab- 
solutely essential to auooess. 

To make jelly from the sterilized 
juice, test Its jelling quality, add the 
proi)er iinioniit of sugar, and proceed 
as In making jelly from freshly ex- 
pressed Joloe.

LOANS RETTER THAN TAXES 



Five Reasons Why Exoeiiiv* Taxes at 
the Outsat of War Ara Disadvantage- 
cue Ofsat Brttalii Ixampla Worthy 
of InieteUen— Hew tfwTaicee theuld 
,Bs Appertlansd.

On May 23, 1017, the House of Itep- 
resentatlves passed an act "to provide 
revenue to defray war expenses and 
(or other purposes." In the orlglual 
bill as presented by the Committee of 
Ways and Means, the additional reve- 
nue to be derived was estimated at fl,- 
810,420,000. The amendment to the in- 
come tax, wblch was tacked on to the 
bill during the discussion In the House, 
was expected to yield anotlier $-1(1,000,- 

000 or f«»,ooe,ooo. 

In discussing the House hill, two 
problems arise: 

I. How much should be raised by 
taxation? 

II. In what manner should this sum 
be raised? 

I. How Much Should Bo Raited by 
Taxation? 

How was the figure of $l,800,(i00,0ii0 
arrived at? The answer Is slmiile. When 
the Becretary of the Treasury came to 
estimate the additional war expenses 
for the year 1017-18, he calculated that 
they would amount to some $U,QOO,- 
000,000, of which |3,OUO,000,U(iO was to 
be allotted to the allies, and ¥:!.00(i. 
000,000 was to be utilized for the do- 
mestic purposes. Thinking tliat It 
would be a fair proposition to divide 
this latter sum between loans and 
taxes, he concluded that the amount 
to be niaaa by taxea waa |1 joaooo,- 
000. 

There are two extreme theories, each 
at which may be dismissed with scant 
courtesy. The one Is that all war ex- 
penditures should be defrayed by loaus, 
and the other is that all war expendi- 
tures should be defrayed by taxes. 
Bach theory is untenable. 

It is Indeed true that the l>urdoiiH of 
the war should be borne by the pres- 
ent rather than the future Kcuerution; 
but this does not mean that they should 
be home by tbls year's taxation. 

Meeting all war expense.t by taxation 
makes the taxpayers In one or two 
years bear the burden of benefits that 
ought to be distributed at least over a 
decade within the same generation. 

In the second place, when expendi- 
tures approach the gigantic sums of 
present-dsy warfare, the tax-only pol- 
icy would require more than the total 
surplus of social income. Were this 
absolutely necessary, the ensuhig hav- 
oc in the economla life of the communi- 
ty would have to be endured. But 
where the disasters are so great and 
at the same time so unnecessary, the 
tax-only policy may be declared im- 
practicable. 

Secretary McAdoo had the right in- 
stinct and highly eommendable cour- 
age in deciding that a nbttantlal por- 
tion, at leaat, ot the menaia abouid 
bo derired from tantioii. But when 
he hit upon the plan of BMO per cent., 
that is, of raising one-halt ot all do- 
mestle irar apcodttniM by tazea, the 
question ariaea whether he did not go 
too far. 

The NtetlTe preportlon ot loans to 
Uxes Is after an a purely bualness 
propodtioa. Mot to to a targe ex- 
tent on loana at the outset of a war is 
a mistake. 

Disadvantages of Baeesslve TsMse. 
The dlsadvantagea eS eioesslre taxes 
at the outset of the war are as follows : 

1. IHte sa sI re tazea on consumption 
wUl cause poputar raaentment 

2. BnesslTe taxes on Industry wui 
dlsarranfe bustaiessb damp enthusiasm 
and reatrlot the spirit of enterprise at 
the rax tiiM whSQ the oppoelte is 
needed. 

8. BsoesstretaaaeeaiiMNiaMa will de- 
plete the anrplua avaUaUe for la?est- 
menia and interteo with the piaetaig of 
the eaacaou loan whieh win be oeoes- 
sair is any event. 

4. BkoesalTe taxes on wealth will 
cause a setloua dimtontlon qf the In- 
cones which ate at pnesnt largely 
drawn upon for the aupport of educa- 
tional and phUanthnvIc enterprises. 
Moreover, these sources of support 
would be dried up precisely at the time 
when the need would be greatest. 

6. Exoesslvo taxation at the outeet ef 
tho war will reduce the olaelieity avail* 
abU for tho inoroasiiw dswawde that 
•ro toon to com*. 

Qroat Britain's Policy. 

Take Qreat Britain as an example. 
During the first year of the war she 
Increased taxes only slightly. In order 
to keep hidustrles going at toi) notch. 
During the second year she ruined by 
Dew taxes only 0 per cent, (jf her war 
ezpendlturci. During the third year 
She levied by nddltiunul tHieH (over 
snd above the pre-war level) only 
slightly more thw IT m MBt Of her 
war eipensps. 

If ws should attempt to do «■ much 
tn tho first year of tint wsr ns Orenl 
Britain did In the llilnl veiir It would 
satBco tu raise by laiatlon |l.2nu,0(IO. 
OCO. If, In onUr to be aliKiUilelr on 
the safe side, ll seoined sdvlii«b|u to 
ImrnMse the sum lu II.DOO.ummsni, itiU 
ghMM. Ii ear epialoa. be the bmiV 



In considerlBf the apportionment of 
the extraordinary burden of tazee In 
war tlmee certalaxacientlflo prtaielples 
are dellaltely estaMlsbed: 
How Taxee theilM Be AppsrMfiied. 

(1) The burden of taask aratt be 
spread as far aa peasttila om the 
whole community so aa to eanaa aaeh 
Individual to share In the saerUoee ae- 
cordhig to his abUlty to pay aid ac- 
cordhig to his share hi the QorecaaMnt 

(2) Taxes on consumption, whtoh are 
necessarily borne by the community at 
large, abouid Imj Imposed as fUr as pos- 
sible on articles of (|uusl-luxury rather 
than on those of necessity. 

(3) Excises should be Imposed ss far 
aa possible upon commodltiee in the 
liands of the final consumer rather 
tluin upon the articles which serve pri- 
marily aa raw material for further 
production. 

(4) Taxes upon business should be 
Imposed sa far as possible upon net 
earnings rather than upon groes re- 
ceipts or capital Uivcsted. 

(C) Taxes upon Income which will 
necessarily be severe should be both 
differentiated and graduated. That is, 
there should be a distinction between 

i earned and uneamed Incomes and there 
should lio a hiKher rate ni>on the larger 
Incomes. It is essential, however, not 
to nmke the Income rate so excessive 
as tu lend to evasion, administrative 
difficulties, or to the more fundamental 

j objections which have been urged 

j above. 

i (G) The excess profits which are due 
to the wur constitute the most obvious 
and reasonsble source of revenue dur- 
ing war times. Out the principle upon 
which these war-profit taxes are laid 
must be cQuitabie in theory and anally 
calculable In practice. 

Tho Proposed Income Tax. 

Tho additional income tax as passed 
by the IIoiiHc runs up to a rate of 00 
per cent. This la n sum unheard of In 
the history of civilized society. It must 
{ be remembered that It was only after 
' the first yeiir of the war that Great 
j Britain Increased her Income tax to the 
I maximum of 34 per cent., and that 
even now in the fourth year of t4e war 
i the Income tax doee not exceed 4m 
per cent. 

It could easily Ih; shown that a tax 
with rates on moderate Incomes sub- 
stantially less than In Great Britain, 
and on the larger Incomes about an 
high, would yield only slightly less than 
the $.'>32,oa),()00 orlf;:lnslly estimated In 
tho House bill. 

It is to be hoped that the Senate will 
reduce the total rate on the highest In- 
come.s to 84 per cent, or at most to 40 
per cent, and that at the some time It 
will reduce the rate on the smaller in- 
comes derived from personal or profsa- 
slonal earnings. 

If tho war continues wo shall have to 
depend mere and more upon the in- 
eeme tax. By Imposing eweesslveratee 
now we are net only endangering the 
future, but are Inviting ell menner of 
dIfRcultiea which even Oreat Britain 
has boon able to aacape. 

Conclusion. 

The House bill ooBtalsa Other funda- 
moutui iicfecta which may be suauned 

up us folloWH : 

(1) It pursues an erroneoua principle 
in ImiKwInf? retroactive taxes. 

CJ) It sele«ts an unjust and unworlt- 
able criterion for the excesa-proAte tas. 

(3) It proceeds tu an unhaardHrf 
heli;ht In the Income tax. 

(4) It lm|H)ses unwarranted burdens 
upon the consumption of the cemmu- 
nity. 

(B) It Is calculated to throw business 
Into confusion by levying taxes on gross 
receipts Instead o( upon commodltiee. 

(0) It falls to mahl a prapar usa e( 

stamp taxes. 

(7) It follows an unscicntifle ayitem 

In its flat rate on Imports. 

(8) It Includes a multiplicity of pet- 
ty and tinlucrutlve taxes, the Tesations- 
ness of wblch is out of all proportloo to 
tho revenue they produce.

The fuiidumental Ihies on which the 
House bill should be modlfled aaa ium- 

med up herewith: 

(1) "The amount of new taxatloa 
should be limited to tl,250,000.000-or 
at the outset to $1,500,000,000. To do 
more than this would be as unwise as 
It Is unnecessary. To do even this 
would be to do more than has ever 
been done hy any civilized Qovem- 
mcnt 111 tliiie of stress. 

(2) The excess-profits tax based upon 
a sound system ought to yield about 
$500,000,000. 

(3) The Income-tax schedule ought tu 
be revised with a lowering of the rates 
on earned incomes below $10,000, and 
with an analogous lowering of the 
rates on the higher incomes, so as not 
to exceed 84 per cent A careful cal- 
cutatlon shows that an income tax of 
tUs kind would yWd asna $«aB«N>.

It will refrain 
from taxlnR the consumption of tbe 
poor. 

It will throw a far heavier burden 
upon the rich, but will not go to the 
eztremea of conllsesdoii. It will ol>- 
viate loterferenca with business and 
will keeii Mhliu|ialred the aorlsl pro 
ductlvlly of tiie conimuiiitj 

It will eiisbllsb a Jnut baUnco be-| 
twoou loans snd taxes and will nol 
succumb to tli» dHhger of appruacbliif 
either the tut ouly |M)llry or lb* loan 
only policy AlioVH all. it will keep an 
UudleturlMMl nlssllr insrgtu. whieb 
maat bt mott end mere keaeUy drawa
